Committee Warned 
Cut In Foreign Aid 
Could Affect Talks 
WASHINGTON 
(A P)-Secre­ 
tary of Defense Clark M. Clif­ 
ford has told the chairman of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee that drastic curtailment 
of foreign aid could affect the 
Paris peace negotiations. 
The warning from Clifford, 
now on an inspection trip to 
Vietnam, was contained in a let­ 
ter to Rep. Thomas E. Morgan, 
D-Pa., who released it on the 
eve of today's opening debate 
on the always controversial for­ 
eign aid bill. 
“ The impact of a dras.^c cur­ 
tailment or a complete mora­ 
torium in economic aid on coun - 
tries such as Korea and Thai­ 
land would be Immediate and 
calamitous,*’ Clifford wrote. 
“Discontinuation of aid to 
South Vietnam and Laos could 
create internal situations which 
would prejudice the P aris peace 
negotiations and the accom­ 
plishment of our objectives in 
Southeast Asia,** he added. 
Morgan sent copies of the let­ 
ter to all House members. 
Following today’s debate, the 
bill will be put aside until 
Thursday so members attending 
the Wednesday funeral of Rep. 
Joe Pool, D-Tex., can be on 
hand for the battle over amend­ 
ments.

Vietnamese 
side, Le Due Tho, special coun­ 
sellor to Thuy, has been in Ha­ 
noi for about two weeks.

oslovakia closely and will go to 
lengths to slaw down, if not 
snuff out completely, the at­ 
tempt to liberalize the Com­ 
munist system there. 
The “ 2,000 words’’ from P ra­ 
gue was a searing indictment 
of Communist rule in Czecho­ 
slovakia over the past 20 years. 
Published in the Prague news­ 
paper Miada Fronte June 27, 
it seems to have badly shaken 
other ruling European Commu­ 
nists. 
Those leaders, led by Leonid 
I. Brezhnev of the Soviet party, 
are telling Czechoslovak party 
chiefs they are being subverted 
by 
“ imperialist** 
influences 
and, by the example being set 
in Czechoslovakia, 
they are 
permitting the leading role of 
Communist parties everywhere 
to be endangered. 
Brezhnev 
indicates he will not put up with 
this. Perhaps he has it in his 
power to exert pressures which

hard-line Communists now dis­ 
credited in Czechoslovakia.

was 
in those “ 2,000 
words’* to worry Brezhnev so 
much? 
The broadside was entitled 
“ 2,000 words to workers, farm­ 
ers, civil servants, scientists, 
artists and everyone.” It was 
written by Ludvlk Vaculik, a 
Czechoslovak author, and sign­ 
ed by 70 leading scientists and 
intellectuals. After its publi­ 
cation, tens of thousandsof Cze­ 
choslovaks rushed to endorse it. 
The statement said after the 
Communists took over is 1948, 
toe direction of Czechoslovakia 


“got into the hands of the wrong 
people.” 
“ It would not have mattered 
so much that they did not have 
sufficient statesmanlike exper­ 
ience, practical knowledge or 
philosophical education, if they 
had at least possessed more 
common sense and decency,** it 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP)-The fed­ 
eral government has been rak­ 
ing in huge profits from the 
nation’s coinage since it re ­ 
placed silver with copper and 
nickel in hard currency. 
This profit, called seignior­ 
age, shot into the hundreds of 
millions of dollars the past 
three years. 
It Is expected to 
exceed $200 million in the cur­ 
rent fiscal year. 
Seigniorage is the difference 
between the face value of a coin 
and the cost of the metal from 
which it is made. 
Metal in a quarter, for ex­ 
ample, now costs the Treasury 
Department about one cent but 
the coin goes on the govern­ 
ment’s books as 25 cents, thus 
yielding a 24-cent profit. 


During the fiscal year which 
ended last June 30, seigniorage 
ran to about $380 million but it 
rose above $834 million the year 
before when the Treasury turn­ 
ed out coins In record numbers 
to overcome a shortage. 
The reduced profit expected 
for this year results from the 
cutback in the number of coins 
made because the shortage has 
eased. 
The windfall profits began with 
the Coinage Act of 1965 which 
took all silver from climes and 
quarters and reduced the silver 
content of the half dollar from 
90 per cent to 40 per cent. 
This reduced the cost of coin­ 
age metal to the Treasury. 
In trie past, profits from coin­ 
age went into the government’s 
books as added revenue just like 
tax collections. 


Seigniorage represents cash 
in the Treasury’s hands and re ­ 
duces the amount of money the 
department must borrow to pay 
the government’s bills. 
Officials assume this change 
was made to eliminate from the 
revenue side anything which 
might resemble a gimmick. The 
Commission on 
Budget Con­ 
cepts which drafted the new sys - 
tern tried to eliminate gimmicks 
and make the budget more un­ 
derstandable. 
Edward Kennedy Is 
Delegate Chairman 
For Massachusetts 
NEWTON, Mass. CAP)- Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy will be the 
chairman of the Massachusetts 
delegation to the Democratic 
National Convention. 
He was elected Monday night 
at 
an organization meeting. 
Kennedy wasn’t there. He is 
cruising with his family and 
some friends off the Maine 
coast. 
While Kennedy’s own election 
was unanimous, he didn’t fare 
so well in his selection of a 
nominee for vice chairman. 
Kennedy sent word through his 
cousin, Joseph Gargan, that he 
wanted Democratic state chair­ 
man Lester S. Hyman as his 
vice chairman. 
The delegates, however, in­ 
sisted on open nominations from 
the floor, and Robert H. Quinn's 
name also was placed before 
them. 
Quinn is the speaker of 
the Massachusetts House. 
Quinn won the office, 45-31, 
on a show of hands. 
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War Vets Over 65 
May Get Disability 


Needy veterans with wartime 
service who are 65 years of age 
or older may qualify for a 
Veterans Administration dis­ 
ability pension without proving a 
specific disability, announced 
Gordon R. Elliott, Manager of 
VA's Northern California Re­ 
gional Office. 
For 
VA 
pension purposes, 
wartime veterans are consid­ 
ered by law to be totally and 
permanently disabled at age 
65. 
This makes such veterans eli­ 
gible for pensions at the rates 
authorized for other needy vet­ 
erans who are totally and per­ 
manently disabled from causes 
unrelated to military service. 
Currently, a veteran without 
dependents 
must have an an­ 
nual income of less than $1,800 
to be eligible for a pension,El­ 
liott said. The limit for veterans 
with dependents is $3,000. 
However, under a law signed 
recently by President John­ 
son, beginning January 1, 1969, 
all income limits are tobe in­ 
creased $200 a year and most 
payments 
will be increased 
imder a scale computed by $100 
income increments. 
Today, veterans without de­ 
pendents receive monthly pen­ 
sions ranging from $104 amonth 
(for incomes under $600 an­ 
nually) to $45 a month (for in­ 
comes ranging between $1.200 
and $1,800). 
For veterans with one or more 
dependents pensions are from 
$119 a month (for an annual in­ 
come under $1,000) to $50 a

WASHINGTON (AP)-The fed­ 
eral government has been rak­ 
ing in huge profits from the 
nation’s coinage sines it re ­ 
placed silver with copper and 
nickel in hard currency. 
This profit, called seignior­ 
age, shot into the hundreds of 
millions of dollars the past 
three years. 
It is expected to 
exceed $200 million in the cur­ 
rent fiscal year. 
Seigniorage is the difference 
between the face value of a coin 
and the cost of the metal from 
which it is made. 
Metal in a quarter, for ex­ 
ample, now costs the Treasury 
Department about one cent but 
the coin goes on the govern­ 
ment’s books as 25 cents, thus 
yielding a 24-cent profit. 


During the fiscal year which 
ended last June 30, seigniorage 
ran to about $380 million but it 
rose above $834 million the year 
before when the Treasury turn­ 
ed out coins in record numbers 
to overcome a shortage. 
The reduced profit expected 
for this year results from the 
cutback in the number of coins 
made because the shortage has 
eased. 
The windfall profits began with 
the Coinage Act of 1965 which 
took all silver from dimes and 
quarters and reduced the silver 
content of the half dollar from 
90 per cent to 40 per cent. 
This reduced the cost of coin­ 
age metal to the Treasury. 
In the past, profits from coin­ 
age went into the government’s 
books as added revenue just like 
tax collections. 


Seigniorage represents cash 
in the Treasury’s hands and re ­ 
duces the amount of money the 
department must borrow to pay 
the government’s bills. 
Officials assume this change 
was made to eliminate from the 
revenue side anything which 
might resemble a gimmick. The 
Commission on 
Eudget Con­ 
cepts which drafted the new sys - 
tern tried to eliminate gimmicks 
and make the budget more un­ 
derstandable. 
Edward Kennedy Is 
Delegate Chairman 
For Massachusetts 
NEWTON, Mass. (A P;- Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy will be the 
chairman of the Massachusetts 
delegation to the Democratic 
National Convention. 
He was elected Monday night 
at an organization meeting. 
Kennedy wasn’t there. He is 
cruising with his family and 
some friends off the Maine 
coast. 
While Kennedy’s own election 
was unanimous, he didn’t fare 
so well in his selection of a 
nominee for vice chairman. 
Kennedy sent word through his 
cousin, Joseph Gargan, that he 
wanted Democratic state chair­ 
man Lester S. Hyman as his 
vice chairman. 
The delegates, however, in­ 
sisted on open nominations from 
the floor, and Robert H. Quinn’s 
name also was placed before 
them. 
Quinn is the speaker of 
the Massachusetts House. 
Quinn won the office, 45-31, 
on a show of hands. 


War Vets Over 65 
May Get Disability 


Needy veterans with wartime 
service who are 65 years of age 
or older may qualify for a 
Veterans Administration dis­ 
ability pension without proving a 
specific disability, announced 
Gordon R. Elliott, Manager of 
VA's Northern California Re­ 
gional Office. 
For 
VA 
pension purposes, 
wartime veterans are consid­ 
ered by law to be totally and 
permanently disabled at age 
65. 
This makes such veterans eli­ 
gible for pensions at the rates 
authorized for other needy vet- 
erans who are totally and per­ 
manently disabled from causes 
unrelated io military service. 
Currently, a veteran without 
dependents 
must have an an­ 
nual income of less than $1,800 
to be eligible for a pension,El­ 
liott said. The limit for veterans 
with dependents is $3,000. 
However, under a law signed 
recently by President John­ 
son, beginning January 1, 1969, 
all income limits are to be in­ 
creased $200 a year and most 
payments 
will be increased 
under a scale computed by $100 
income increments. 
Today, veterans without de­ 
pendents receive monthly pen­ 
sions ranging from $104 a month 
(for incomes under $600 an­ 
nually) to $45 a month (for in­ 
comes ranging between $1,200 
and $1,800). 
For veterans with one or more 
dependents pensions are from 
$119 a month (for an annual in­ 
come under $1,000) to $50 a

HOW D O ES IT GO 
W IT H T H E P O L L S ? 
The professionals and a lot of 
other people have been anxious­ 
ly awaiting the next big poll, 
and here it is, certified by D r. 
G allup and worth a few mo­ 
m ents’ 
m editation. The idea 
was that the polls would show 
M r. R o ckefeller rising relative 
to M r. Nixon, and that that rise 
would move the Republican Con­ 
vention to reconsider its appar­ 
ent determ ination to nominate 
R ichard Nixon for President. 
The scrip t called for a very 
considerable 
investm ent 
of 
money in newspaper ad vertise­ 
m ents, radio, and T . V . spots 
calculated to flush out latently 
pro-Rockefeller sentim ent, or 
latently anti-Nixon sentim ent, 
w hichever was least constipa­ 
ted; and along comes D r. Gallup 
to announce how has the cam ­ 
paign faired. 
A las for the producers, very 
poorly, very poorly indeed. In 
fact, d isastrously. W hereas two 
weeks ago — a couple of m il­ 
lion do llars ago — M r. Rocke­ 
fe lle r clocked in with 39% of the 
votes, now he com es in w ith— 
36% erf the votes, a response to 
Madison 
Avenue’s 
blitzkrieg 
which is to say the least, un­ 
grateful. To be sure, M r.N ixon 
also went down during the same 
period, though less so (37% to 
35%), which suggests the pos­ 
sib ility that M r. R o ckefeller’s 
campaign, which is aimed at 
hurting M r. Nixon w hile help­ 
ing M r. R o ckefeller, is indeed 
hurting M r. Nixon, though hurt­ 
ing M r. Rockefeller even m ore. 
Cui bono? 
One would think that all of this 
internecine w arfare would help 
M r. Hum phrey. In fact it did 
not do so. He lost two points 
during the sam e period. W e ll, 
if everybody lost points —R ock­ 
efeller, Nixon, Hum phrey—who 
gained them ? George W allace, 
that’s who. He rose two points 
on a slate featuring Nixon as 
the Republican candidate; and 
four points with R ockefeller as 
the Republican candidate. The 
plot thickens. 
The 
poll showed 
that if the 
election were held tom orrow, 
M r. Humphrey would beat M r. 
Nixon (45-35) but would only tie 
M r. Rockefeller (36-36). The 
easy assumption — that Rock­ 
efelle r is greatly favored a- 
mong the voters — is dashed 
by the figures, since the poll 
shows that he and Nixon are 


separated 
by a m ere one p e r­ 
centage point of popularity, a 
statistically negligible m argin. 
W hat, then, accounts for the 
great sh ift? It is the extra­ 
ordinary datum that in the event 
of a Rockefeller nomination, 
Hum phrey’s vote would go down, 
and W allace’s vote would go up. 
Understanding this takes a little 
tim e, or in any case took me a 
little tim e. Perhaps it means 
that among Am erican voters, 5 
per cent at least believe that 
R ockefeller 
is to the left of 
Hum phrey, and would therefore 
slide away from Humphrey to 
R ockefeller. M eanwhile, 5 per 
cent 
of the voters, norm ally 
disposed to vote for the R e ­ 
publican, upon finding Rockefel - 
le r there as presidential candi- 
date would in turn slide over 
towards a protest vote — to­ 
wards George W allace. 
In other w ords, the strength 
of Rockefeller lie s in the con­ 
viction of 5 per cent of the vo­ 
te rs » 
Other points of interest. C o l­ 
lege graduates favor Nixon over 
Humphrey 46-39, which is the 
best thing anybody has recently 
rem arked about the values of a 
college education. On the other 
hand, 
alum ni 
of 
graduate 
schools favor Humphrey over 
Nixon 41-29, which confirm s 
the w orst suspicions we h ar­ 
bor 
about over-education. On 
the other hand, get this, gradu­ 
ate 
students 
w hile 
favoring 
Hum phrey over Rockefeller 40 
to 
26, 
record a stunning 25 
for George W allace. Put anoth­ 
er way, those in A m erica who 
have 
received 
the highest 
educations 
apparently 
sp lit 
about evenly between Rockefel­ 
le r and W allace. 
M o re? C atholics 
are much 
more heavily anti-Nixon than 
Protestants. They go 53-27 for 
Humphrey over Nixon, 46-36 
Humphrey 
over 
R o ckefeller. 
Explain that. Jew ish voters are 
79-4 Hum phrey over Nixon, 62- 
29 Hum phrey over R ockefeller. 
“ Independent” voters are 31- 
36 Hum phrey vs. Nixon, 28-35 
Humphrey 
vs. 
Rockefeller 
which says that Nixon is slightly 
more popular than Rockefeller 
among 
independent 
voters, 
which is lik e saying that the 
world is flat, and that two plus 
two make five, the only reasons 
we have not heard as yet in fa ­ 
vor of nom inating M r.

P R E C E D E N T FO R FO RTA S 
Despite the legal pundits on the 
Senate 
Ju d icia ry Com m ittee, 
there is am ple precedent for the

E a rl W arren subject to the con­ 
firm ation of his successor. 
T h is was exactly what P re s i­ 
dent 
Theodore 
Roosevelt did 
when Associate Ju stice Horace 
G ray 
resigned 
from

Suprem e Court in 1902. 
J u s t i c e 
G ray wrote Teddy 
Roosevelt a lette r very sim ilar 
to that w ritten by Chief Ju stice 
W arren last month. He said* 


“ Ju ly 9,1902 
“ D ear M r. Presid ent, 
“ Being advised by my physi­ 
cians that to hold the office of 
Ju stice of the Suprem e Court 
for another term may seriously 
endanger my health, I have de­ 
cided to avail m yself of the p ri­ 
vilege 
allowed by Congress 
to judges of 70 years of age and 
who have held office m ore than 
ten years. I should resign to 


take effect im m ediately, but for 
a doubt whether a resignation 
to take effect at a future day, 
or on the appointment of my 
successor, may be m ore agree­ 
able to you. 
“ W ishing that the firs t notice 
of my intention should go to 
yourself, I 
have 
not as yet 
mentioned it to any one else. 
“ V ery respectfully and tru ly 
yours, 
(Signed) “ H orace G ray” 
In rep ly. 
President Roose­ 
velt sp ecifically stated; “ I w ill 
ask that the resignation take 
effect 
on the appointment of 
your su ccesso r.” 
Then he added this interesting 
postscript; 
“ Personal 
“ P . S. The sentence I am about 
to w rite I suppose must not be 
made public because it might 
m istakenly be held to im ply that 
I had anticipated a change in 
the Chief Ju sticesh ip . If through 
any accident to my friend the 
Chief Ju stice , and was such a 
vacancy, it had been my inten­ 
tion to appoint you to it.” 


LO B B Y IS T V IC T O R Y

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California’s Produce On The Wing 
Such perishables as straw berries, artichokes and garlic have 
taken to the air. Over the past seven years, air transportation of 
fruits and vegetables from California has grown in volume 22 
tim es. 


Most of our California produce is destined for the East Coast, 
it is not unusual to find California bok choy in Hong Kong or 
asparagus in Milan. New items are frequently added. This year, 
for the first time, olives, melons, garlic and artichokes have 
reached Eastern consumers via air transport. 


This has been made possible by the development of new con­ 
tainers and handling techniques, as well as by construction erf 
special aircraft for this purpose. F o r example, straw berries are 
packed in film bags into which is pumped a mixture of oxygen 
and carbon dioxide. It “ puts the b e rrie s to sleep” until they reach 
the market. 


When a Manhattan husband says to his wife, “What I wouldn't 
do for a bowl of fresh California straw b erries,” his lady no longer 
has to say, “ Impossible.” They’re probably already waiting in 
the refrigerator. 


Which reminds us how succulent our local straw berries were 
until they disappeared from local m arkets a couple of weeks ago. 
Wouldn’t it be great if we could have straw berry shortcake every 
day of the year. That would be real livin’. 


Dr. Spock And Freedom O f Speech 


It is discouraging to note how many Americans are still unable 
to distinguish between (a) freedom of speech and (b) speech which 
urges the breaking of the law. Hardly had D r. Benjamin Spock and 
his codefendants been sentenced for conspiracy to violate the Se­ 
lective Service Act than the cry went up that the sentencing posed 
hazards for freedom of expression. 


It did absolutely nothing of the so rt. Any American today is as 
free to express his opposition to the war in Vietnam as he has 
ever been. Sen. Eugene McCarthy does so daily and eloquently. 
So do thousands of other public figures. 


What has been made clearer is that no one has the right to coun­ 
sel or encourage others to break the law. This is what Dr. Spock 
and the others were convicted of doing. This is what, under a gov­ 
ernm ent of democratically arrived at laws, they had no right to do. 


We believe that those convicted and sentenced are sincere and 
courageous. Any attempt to stifle their efforts to shout their con­ 
demnation of the Vietnam war from the housetops would be a major 
breach of the law. But their actions in, as Judge Francis Ford put 
it, “ inciting certain draft evaders to flout the law” were equally 
intolerable. The law is a seam less garm ent. One cannot claim the 
protection of the law for one’s own interests and wishes, and then 
turn around and break the law in another direction. 


F a r from hurting freedom of speech, the court’s decision has 
clarified and thereby strengthened it.

F a r too often a pa­ 
tient’s anxiety about a slipped 
disk is transferred to his doc­ 
tors and then the patient pres­ 
surizes them into early and 
perhaps avoidable surgery. 
One of the m ost common 
sym ptom s is low back pain 
which is often distressing and 
incapacitating. The pain is na­ 
ture’s way of begging for the 
rest th a t is so im portant in 
the eventual recovery from the 
basic condition which causes 
it. 
A. disk is a solid, yet elas­ 
tic, tissue which lies in be­ 
tw een all of the thirty-three 
bones 
or 
vertebrae of 
the 
spinal 
column 
which 
runs 
from the back of the neck to 
the coccyx, or tail bone. These 
disks are remarkable, protec­ 
tive shock 
absorbers which 
prevent injury to the spine by 
acting as cushions. They pro­ 
tect the bones of the spine 
from 
rubbing 
against 
each 
other during all of the compli­ 
cated 
movements 
m ade 
in 
daily activity. 
Occasionally, 
the 
disk 
is 
pushed out of its norm al posi­ 
tion by lifting a heavy weight, 
by 
exercise 
w ithout 
proper 
conditioning, by excess weight, 
by long-standing poor posture 
and 
by 
curvatures 
of 
the 
spinal column. 
In the center of the disk is 
a gelatinous m ass called the 
nucleus pulposus. W hen this 
is displaced, pressure can be 
m ade on the nerves th a t come 
from the spinal cord which 
runs the length and through 
the center of the bony verte-

of the spine that is involved. 
Pain shooting from the neck 
to the shoulders and down the 
side of the chest m ight be the 
result of a slipped, or herni­ 
ated, disk in the neck. Pain 
shooting down the back of the 
leg m ay be caused by irrita­ 
tion of the sciatic nerve due to 
a slipped disk in the lower 
p art of the spine. 


Some p a i n f u l symptoms 
closely resemble each other 
and m ay be due to neuritis, 
arth ritis of the spine and to a 
wide variety of m uscular dis­ 
orders. 
Self-diagnosis 
of 
a 
slipped disk serves no func­ 
tion other than to terrify one­ 
self. The exact diagnosis can 
be made readily and takes the 
guesswork out of the under­ 
lying cause. 
The combined opinions of a 
neurologist (nerve specialist), 
orthopedist (bone specialist) 
and fam ily physician is the 
end result of extensive X-ray 
studies of the entire spinal 
column. Sometimes a special 
form of X-rays, a myelogram, 
is necessary in order to show 
the exact site of the spinal 
disorder. 


When once the exact diag­ 
nosis of a herniated or slipped 
disk is established, sim ple con­ 
servative treatm ent is usually 
tried with medication, bed rest 
and traction. It is amazing 
how many patients recover 
from a “slipped disk” with 
this 
type of treatm ent, 
in 
addition to the use of belts, 
braces and traction. 
Traction is a form of treat­ 
m ent by which the vertebrae 
are gently stretched, thereby 
taking pressure off the disk 
and giving it a chance to re­ 
turn to normal position. Mas­ 
sage 
and 
manipulation are 
wrong and dangerous, especi­ 
ally when they are performed 
without the consent of a doc­ 
to r and before an exact diag­ 
nosis is made. Such m anipula­ 
tion can frequently convert a 
simple spinal problem into a 
complicated one. If incapaci­ 
tation persists after a long 
and reasonable period of treat­ 
ment, surgery is resorted to 
and is now rem arkably suc­ 
cessful and safe.

HOW DOES IT GO 
WITH THE POLLS ? 
The professionals and a lot of 
other people have been anxious­ 
ly awaiting the next big poll, 
and here it is, certified by Dr. 
Gallup and worth a few mo­ 
ments’ meditation. The idea 
was that the polls would show 
Mr. Rockefeller rising relative 
to Mr. Nixon, and that that rise 
would move the Republican Con - 
vention to reconsider its appar­ 
ent determination to nominate 
Richard Nixon for President. 
The script called for a very 
considerable 
investment 
of 
money in newspaper advertise­ 
ments, radio, and T. V. spots 
calculated to flush out latently 
pro-Rockefeller sentiment, or 
latently anti-Nixon sentiment, 
whichever was least constipa­ 
ted: and along comes Dr. Gallup 
to announce how has the cam ­ 
paign faired. 
Alas for the producers, very 
poorly, very poorly indeed. In 
fact, disastrously. Whereas two 
weeks ago — a couple of m il­ 
lion dollars ago — Mr. Rocke­ 
feller clocked in with 39% of the 
votes, now he comes in with— 
36% at the votes, a response to 
Madison 
Avenue’s 
blitzkrieg 
which is to say the least, un­ 
grateful. To be sure, Mr.Nixon 
also went down during the same 
period, though less so (37% to 
35%), which suggests the pos­ 
sibility that Mr. Rockefeller’s 
campaign, which is aimed at 
hurting Mr. Nixon while help­ 
ing Mr. Rockefeller, is indeed 
hurting Mr. Nixon, though hurt­ 
ing Mr. Rockefeller even more. 
Cui bono? 
One would think that all of this 
internecine warfare would help 
Mr. Humphrey. In fact it did 
not do so. He lost two points 
during the same period. Well, 
if everybody lost points —Rock­ 
efeller, Nixon, Humphrey—who 
gained them? George Wallace, 
that’s who. He rose two points 
on a slate featuring Nixon as 
the Republican candidate; and 
four points with Rockefeller as 
the Republican candidate. The 
plot thickens. 
The 
poll showed 
that if the 
election were held tomorrow, 
Mr. Humphrey would beat Mr. 
Nixon (45-35) but would only tie 
Mr. Rockefeller (36-36). The 
easy assumption — that Rock­ 
efeller is greatly favored a - 
mong the voters — is dashed 
by the figures, since the poll 
shows that he and Nixon are 


separated 
by a m ere one per­ 
centage point of popularity, a 
statistically negligible margin. 
What, then, accounts for the 
great shift? It is the extra­ 
ordinary datum that in the event 
of a Rockefeller nomination, 
Humphrey’s vote would go down, 
and Wallace’s vote would go up. 
Understanding this takes a little 
time, or in any case took me a 
little time. Perhaps it means 
that among American voters, 5 
per cent at least believe that 
Rockefeller is to the left of 
Humphrey, and would therefore 
slide away from Humphrey to 
Rockefeller. Meanwhile, 5 per 
cent of the voters, normally 
disposed to vote for the Re­ 
publican, upon finding Rockefel­ 
ler there as presidential candi - 
date would in turn slide over 
towards a protest vote — to­ 
wards George W allace. 
In other words, the strength 
of Rockefeller lies in the con­ 
viction of 5 per cent of the vo­ 
ters • 
Other points of interest. Col­ 
lege graduates favor Nixon over 
Humphrey 46-39, which is the 
best thing anybody has recently 
remarked about the values of a 
college education. On the other 
hand, 
alumni 
of 
graduate 
schools favor Humphrey over 
Nixon 41-29, which confirms 
the worst suspicions we har­ 
bor 
about over-education. On 
the other hand, get this, gradu­ 
ate 
students 
while 
favoring 
Humphrey over Rockefeller 40 
to 26, record a stunning 25 
for George Wallace. Put anoth­ 
er way, those in America who 
have 
received 
the highest 
educations 
apparently 
split 
about evenly between Rockefel­ 
ler and Wallace. 
More? Catholics 
are much 
more heavily anti-Nixon than 
Protestants. They go 53-27 for 
Humphrey over Nixon, 46-36 
Humphrey 
over 
Rockefeller. 
Explain that. Jewish voters are 
79-4 Humphrey over Nixon,62- 
29 Humphrey over Rockefeller. 
“ Independent” voters are 31- 
36 Humphrey vs. Nixon, 28-35 
Humphrey 
vs. 
Rockefeller 
which says that Nixon is slightly 
more popular than Rockefeller 
among 
independent 
voters, 
which is like saying that the 
world is flat, and that two plus 
two make five, the only reasons 
we have not heard as yet in fa­ 
vor of nominating M r. Rock­ 
efeller on the Republican tick­ 
et. 


WA S HI NGT ON 
- At last 
week’s cabinet meeting, P re si­ 
dent Johnson was reporting on 
his Central American trip, p a r­ 
ticularly his talks with the p re s­ 
idents 
of Honduras and Salva­ 
dor. These two countries had 
been at loggerheads in regard 
to certain problems, but John­ 
son had sat with their p re si­ 
dents last week in an effort to 
work out their difficulties. 
Johnson then digressed to tell 
his cabinet the story of how 
Winston Churchill when prim e 
minister had received a visit 
from a little lady representing 
the Prohibitionist party. She 
accused him of drinking enough 
brandy to fill half a room. 
“ Lady,” r e p l i e d Churchill, 
holding out his hand to indicate 
half the depth of the room, 
“ so much done, so much yet to 
go.” 
Referring to Latin America, 
the 
P r e s i d e n t concluded; 
“ There’s so much more to be 
done, and so little time left to 
do it.” 
He then started going around 
the cabinet table asking Secre­ 
tary 
of 
Agriculture 
Orville 
Freeman whether he could send 
farm a d v i s e r s 
to Central 
America, whether Housing Sec­ 
retary Robert Weaver could 
send housing experts, and so 
on. 
Note— The SNAFU President 
Johnson 
straightened out be­ 
tween Salvador and Honduras 
occurred 
when 
Salvadorian 
troops 
chased a handful of 
Honduran 
farm ers, 
who had 
crossed the border, back into 
Hondurian 
territory. W here­ 
upon the Hondurian army a r ­ 
rested the Salvadorian troops. 
Both countries mobilized, and 
considerable public passion de­ 
veloped on both sides. 


PRECEDENT FOR FORTAS

Earl W arren subject to the con­ 
firmation of his successor. 
This was exactly what P re si­ 
dent

J u s t i c e Gray wrote Teddy 
Roosevelt a letter very sim ilar 
to that written by Chief Justice 
W arren last month.

In reply, President Roose­ 
velt specifically stated; “ I will 
ask that the resignation take 
effect on the appointment of 
your successor.” 
Then he added this interesting 
postscript; 
“ Personal 
“ P. S. The sentence I am about 
to write I suppose must not be 
made public because it might 
mistakenly be held to imply that 
I had anticipated a change in 
the Chief Justiceship. If through 
any accident to my friend the 
Chief Justice, and was such a 
vacancy, it had been my inten­ 
tion to appoint you to it.” 


LOBBYIST VICTORY 
This is the time, as Congress 
rushes 
toward 
adjournment, 
that the lobbyists always try to 
sneak in their special-interest 
legislation. Recently the House 
Public Works and Rules Com­ 
m ittees 
cleared for floor ac ­ 
tion a bill to perm it a doubl­ 
ing of the present weight of those 
big trailer trucks that rumble 
along the highway. 
Opponents of the measure fear 
it may even allow triple-trailer 
trucks, 
resembling 
sm all 
freight 
trains, 
in interstate 
traffic. 
The 
House 
sponsor of this 
monstrosity is Rep. John Kluc- 
zynski, D-Ill. Obviously fear­ 
ful of debate after the Public 
Works Committee considered 
it behind closed doors, Kluc - 
zynski moved that the commit­ 


tee 
approve 
It Immediately, 
without dlscueslon. 
“Wait 
a minute,” 
objected 
Rep. 
Fred 
Schwengel, R- 
lowa. “ You promised oppon­ 
ents, Including myself, that we 
would have ample opportunity 
to discuss this measure.” 
Reps. Richard McCarthy, D- 
N. Y„ and Robert Everett, D- 
Tenn., backed up Schwengel. 
While 
Kluczynskl 
squirmed, 
the committee finally agreed 
to 40 minutes of debate. How­ 
ever, only six members —Sch­ 
wengel, McCarthy, Everett, and 
Reps. James Kee, D-W. Va., 
James Cleveland, R-N. H., and 
Robert McEwen, R-N. Y. — 
opposed the bill. 
“ You all remember the d isas­ 
ter in my area, when a bridge 
between West Virginia and Ohio 
collapsed, killing and injuring 
a number of people,” declared 
Kee. “ Heavy trucks were p a rt­ 
ly to blame. If we approve this 
bill, we will invite more such 
tragedies.” 
“ The 
Department of T ran s­ 
portation has raised no object­ 
ions to this legislation,” broke 
in Rep. William C ram er, R- 
Fla., a long-time friend of the 
trucking lobby. “ It must be all 


right.” 
“ If that la so, why art you 
proponents trying to «hut off 
adequate discussion 7” asked 
Schwengel. “This 
issue, in­ 
volving 
not 
only 
Increased 
weight 
but increased width of 
trucks on the highways, is high­ 
ly crucial to public safety.’’ 
“ The 
states will still have 
the right to set their own lim its, 
according 
to my understand­ 
ing,” said Rep. Frank Clark, 
D-Pa. “ This is a good bill.” 
Chairman George Fallon, D- 
Md., sat silent during the clos­ 
ed -door, 40-minute discus­ 
sion and let Kluczynski and 
others carry the ball. When it 
was 
over, 
Fallon voted with 
Kluczynski 
and the trucking 
lobby. 
“ This committee has done no 
credit 
to itself by following 
the gag rule, in effect,” object­ 
ed Schwengel. “ You have ram ­ 
med this bill down our throats, 
without ample time for oppon­ 
ents. I’ve still got a lot of 
questions that I am unable to 
ask.” 
“ I’ve 
been railroaded 
be­ 
fore, but this is the first time 
I’ve been trucked,” quipped Ev­ 
erett of Tennessee.

Chinese 
Call For 
Revolt 
HONG KONG (A P)-A mys­ 
tery Chinese radio station call­ 
ing itself “voice of the Peoples 
Liberation Army” has called 
upon PLA commanders and 
troops throughout Red China to 
prepare for a “ true Commu­ 
nist” 
revolt against party 
chairman Mao Tse-tung, De­ 
fense Minister Lin Piao, and 
Mao’s wife, Chiang Ching. 
Violently denouncing the three 
for “ usurping Communist pow­ 
er, lying to the masses, and 
cheating the PLA,” the almost 
nightly broadcasts accuse Mao 
of initiating and Lin and Chiang 
Ching of helping carry out the 
“anarchism that has paralyzed 
and is destroying our country.” 
Lin is Mao’s heir apparent. 
Attempts to pinpoint the loca­ 
tion of the station’s transmit­ 
ter have not been successful— 
at least so far as is known here 
— and there is considerable 
doubt as to whether it really 
is a clandestine army station 
opeating on the Communist 
mainland. 
It would appear from some di­ 
rection-finding equipment to be 
somewhere north of Kwangtung 
Province, perhaps in the region 
of Changsha, capital of Hunan 
Province, or in Hupei’s Wuhan 
area— the latter a hot-bed of 
anti-Maoist activities for more 
than a year. 
Sophisticated equipment ex­ 
ists which can “bend” radio 
waves and there are some here 
who believe the transmitter may 
be located on Formosa.

Both Conventions 
May Be Threatened 
By Workers Strike 
WASHINGTON (AP)-Both na­ 
tional political conventions, the 
first just three weeks off, are 
threatened with new communi­ 
cations woes that could affect 
network television and broad­ 
casting. 
Planning for the Democratic 
convention, scheduled for Chi­ 
cago Aug. 26, already is feel­ 
ing the impact of a strike against 
Illinois Bell Telephone Co. 
Party leaders say they may 
have to pick another city, pos­ 
sibly Miami Beach, site of the 
Republican meeting that opens 
Aug. 5. 
The new threat, which could 
affect not only Chicago and Mi­ 
ami Beach but any city big e- 
nough to handle a political con­ 
vention, came to light Monday. 
American Telephone & Tele­ 
graph Co. warned a customer of 
the possibility of a strike by 
24,000 long lines installers who 
are members of the Communi­ 
cations Workers of America, a 
union spokesman said. 
Such a strike could affect TV 
and radio facilities and teletype 
equipment, including that used 
by news services. 
The installers have been nego­ 
tiating with AT&T for five weeks 
on a wage reopener clause in 
the three-year contract that 
expires in 1970. 
Drug Administration 
Takes Another Look 
At Drug Differences 
WASHINGTON (AP)— Tests 
showing a third instance of a 
brand-name drug working bet­ 
ter than the cheaper generic 
version is forcing the Food and 
Drug Administration to take an 
expanded look at its position 
that differences between such 
drugs are minimal. 
Commissioner Herbert L. Ley 
Jr. acknowledged Monday the 
new findings have prompted the 
FDA to expand the scope of its 
18 -month study of some 50 
drugs to indicate degree of jus­ 
tification for higher brand- 
name costs. 
“We still maintain there are 
relatively few of these (gener­ 
ic) drugs which don’t perform 
up to standards,” Ley said in an 
interview. “We may be wrong. 
But if we are, we'll be the first 
to admit it.” 
The generic drugs have the 
same active chemical ingre­ 
dients but often cost a fraction 
of the price for brand-name 
drugs.

HONG KONG (A P)-A mys­ 
tery Chinese radio station call­ 
ing itself “ voice of the Peoples 
Liberation Army” has called 
upon PLA 
commanders and 
troops throughout Red China to 
prepare for a “ true Commu­ 
nist” 
revolt 
against 
party 
chairman Mao Tse-tung, De­ 
fense Minister Lin Piao, and 
Mao’s wife, Chiang Ching. 
Violently denouncing the three 
for “ usurping Communist pow­ 
er, lying to the masses, and 
cheating the PLA,” the almost 
nightly broadcasts accuse Mao 
of initiating and Lin and Chiang 
Ching of helping carry out the 
“ anarchism that has paralyzed 
and is destroying our country.” 
Lin is Mao’s heir apparent. 
Attempts to pinpoint the loca­ 
tion of the station's transm it­ 
ter have not been successful— 
at least so far as is known here 
— and there 
is considerable 
doubt as to whether it really 
is a clandestine army station 
opeating on the Communist 
mainland. 
It would appear from some di­ 
rection-finding equipment to be 
somewhere north of Kwangtung 
Province, perhaps in the region 
of Changsha, capital of Hunan 
Province, or in Hupei’s Wuhan 
area— the latter a hot-bed of 
anti-Maoist activities for more 
than a year. 
Sophisticated equipment ex­ 
ists which can “ bend" radio 
waves and there are some here 
who believe the transmitter may 
be located on Formosa. 
Professional China analysts 
here tend to believe that the

is transmitting from 
mainland China. 


Both Conventions 
May Be Threatened 
By Workers Strike 
WASHINGTON (AP)-Both na­ 
tional political conventions, the 
first just three weeks off, are 
threatened with new communi­ 
cations woes that could affect 
network television and broad­ 
casting. 
Planning for the Democratic 
convention, scheduled for Chi­ 
cago Aug. 26, already is feel­ 
ing the impact of a strike against 
Illinois Bell Telephone Co. 
Party leaders say they may 
have to pick another city, pos­ 
sibly Miami Beach, site of the 
Republican meeting that opens 
Aug. 5. 
The new threat, which could 
affect not only Chicago and Mi­ 
ami Beach but any city big e- 
nough to handle a political con­ 
vention, came to light Monday.

The installers have been nego­ 
tiating with AT&T for five weeks 
on a wage reopener clause in 
the three-year contract that 
expires in 1970. 
Drug Administration 
Takes Another Look 
At Drug Differences 
WASHINGTON (AP)— Tests 
showing a third instance of a 
brand-name drug working bet­ 
ter than the cheaper generic 
version is forcing the Food and 
Drug Administration to take an 
expanded look at its position 
that differences between such 
drugs are minimal. 
Commissioner Herbert L. Ley 
Jr. acknowledged Monday the 
new findings have prompted the 
FDA to expand the scope of its 
18 -month 
study of some 50 
drugs to indicate degree of jus­ 
tification for higher brand- 
name costs. 
“We still maintain there are 
relatively few of these (gener­ 
ic) drugs which don’t perform 
to standards,” Ley said in an 
interview, “We may be wrong. 
But if we are, we’ll be the first 
to admit it.” 
The generic drugs have the 
same active chemical ingre­ 
dients but often cost a fraction 
of the price 
for brand-name 
drugs.

LOS ANGELES — If continuing 
highway accidents are inevit­ 
able, what are the best ways of 
saving the lives of accident vic­ 
tim s? Would helicopters be 
more effective than surface am­ 
bulances? Should diagnosis of 
the victim’s injuries and con­ 
dition be performed in the am­ 
bulance and the results radioed 
ahead to the hospital ? 
These and similar life-saving 
questions will be the object of 
a new $999,500 survey underta­ 
ken by researchers in UCLA’s 
Western Management Science 
Institute.

“ Last week, every business­ 
man in northern California re ­ 
ceived a letter explaining the 
auction,” said Mr. Reed, “ a- 
long with a brochure that de­ 
scribes what the auction can do 
Ethiopia’s Black Jews 
Decrease In Number 
ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (AP)— 
The Black Jews of Ethiopia, a 
ragged lot whose fame far ex­ 
ceeds their fortune, are slowly 
dissipating as the world reach­ 
es their ancient isolation. 
The people, known as Falasha 
(from the old Ethiopian “ falas” 
meaning exile), inhabit a cluster 
of villages in the mountains of 
Gondar. They number perhaps 
15,000. 
Scholars say the Falasha, as 
most Ethiopians, descend from 
Semitic stock of the Arabian 
Peninsula and from Africans of 
the south. When Ehtiopia was 
Christianized in the 4th cen­ 
tury, the Falas ha's ancesters 
apparently remained apart. 
In the 8th century, Judith, a 
Black 
Falasha queen, ruled 
much of what is now Ethiopia 
and established for the millen­ 
nium to come a foothold for her 
Judaic followers. 
Since then, conquering Chris­ 
tians and Moslems drove them 
into mountainside ghettos, per­ 
haps giving them a basis for 
holding onto their customs. 
They have historically been 
looked down upon as infidels by 
their neighbors who were scan­ 
dalized that they adopted the 
menial work of blacksmtthing 
and pottery making.

But the 
Falasha went into isolation too 
soon to receive the Talmud and 
Mishnah, important rabbinical 
writings. 
They hold the sabbath with 
iron-bound ritual and celebrate 
some holy days.

“ Last week, every business­ 
man in northern California r e ­ 
ceived a letter explaining the 
auction,” said Mr. Reed, “ a- 
long with a brochure that de­ 
scribes what the auction can do 
Ethiopia’s Black Jews 
Decrease In Number 


ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (AP)— 
The Black Jews of Ethiopia, a 
ragged lot whose fame far ex­ 
ceeds their fortune, are slowly 
dissipating as the world reach­ 
es their ancient isolation. 
The people, known as Falasha 
(from the old Ethiopian “ falas” 
meaning exile), inhabit a cluster 
of villages in the mountains of 
Gondar. They number perhaps 
15,000. 
Scholars say the Falasha, as 
most Ethiopians, descend from 
Semitic stock of the Arabian 
Peninsula and from Africans of 
the south. When Ehtiopia was 
Christianized in the 4th cen­ 
tury, the Falas ha’s ancesters 
apparently remained apart. 
In the 8th century, Judith, a 
Black 
Falasha 
queen, ruled 
much of what is now Ethiopia 
and established for the m illen­ 
nium to come a foothold for her 
Judaic followers. 
Since then, conquering C hris­ 
tians and Moslems drove them 
into mountainside ghettos, p er­ 
haps giving them a basis for 
holding onto their customs. 
They have historically been 
looked down upon as Infidels by 
their neighbors who were scan­ 
dalized that 
they adopted the 
menial work of blacksmlthing 
and pottery making. 
Monkeys For 
Farm Hands? 
Monkeys may be harvesting 
crops before the end of the next 
decade, if an Anaheim animal 
psychologist, Don Smith, has 
his way. Smith says he wants 
to make farm ers out of monkeys 
because “ monkeys can do many 
things as well as, or better 
than, man. 
This also would 
free man for work on a high, 
e r intellectual level.” 
Smith is experimenting now in 
training monkeys how to pick 
straw berries.

invasi(xi, two 
schools were built for them. 
Dozens have been educated in 
Israel and Europe with the help 
of the World Jewish Ccxigress. 
Contact with the outside is tak­ 
ing its toll. In the past few dec­ 
ades, some have converted to 
Christianity or just given up 
their traditions. Some young 
men 
have 
been educated and 
have stayed away. 
The Ethiopian government has 
offered a stretch of land along 
the Sudan border to the Falasha. 
Some have already moved in, but 
those fam iliar with Ethiopia’s 
geography 
say 
the region is 
desolate and disease-ridden. 
Tourists and scholars hold up 
the Falasha economy in the 
Gondar area by buying clay 
artifacts and basketry. The vil­ 
lagers grow what fcxxl they 
need. 
The Falasha’s cxily holy book 
is in Geez, an ancient forerun­ 
ner to Am haric. Experts say it 
accurately follows the Torah, 
the Jewish bo<^ of laws. But the 
Falasha went into isolation too 
soon to receive the Talmud and 
Mishnah, important rabbinical 
writings. 
They 
hold 
the sabbath with 
Irtm-bound ritual and celebrate 
some holy days. But much stan­ 
dard Jewish custom is unknown.
